Claims 1, 8» 10» 13, 15 and 23 have been amended and claims 7» 21 and 27 have been 
cancelled. Review and reconsideration in ligjxt of the ai^iendments are respectfully requested 

Claims 1-4, 6„ 1 1 , 12, 16-21 and 23-26 are rejected as being anticipated by US. Pat. No. 
6,332,285 to Aaldenberg et al. The OfSce action indicates that claim 22 is allowed, and that 
claims 7-10, 13-15 and 27 include allowable subject matter. Accordingly, claim 1 has been 
amended to inolude the subject matter of claim 7, and claim 7 has been cancelled. Claims 8, 10 
and 13 have been amended to accommodate the cancellation of claim 7. Claim 15 has been 
recast as an independent claim. Claim 23 has been amended to include the subject matter of 
claim 27, and claim 27 bas been cancelled Finally, independent claim 21 has been cancelled. 

The application has thus been amended to capture the subject matter to be allowable.
